Note: Cornelis van der Voort was born in Antwerp in 1576 and died in Am- 
sterdam 1624. He was regarded as one of the most distinguished artists of the 
time and was mostly occupied in painting important groups. His period of 
activity being very short, his works are extremely scarce. The Ryiks Museum, 
Amsterdam, possesses eight examples, but other museums, such as the Louvre, 
Paris, and the National Gallery, London, do not own a single work of his hand. 
The artist placed his initials on only one of the Ryiks Museum paintings. All 
the others are inscribed in the identical manner as the portraits described above. 
Van der Voort seems to have adopted a special method of signing his works 
| for identification, by using a most perfect style of Arabic and Persian lettering, 
each character as distinctive as one’s own handwriting.
